Polar Discovery Data 
LONDON, March 
9.—The London 
Chronicle yesterday printed a detail­ 
ed narrative of Captain Roald Amund­ 
sen’s long journey over the ice coun­ 
try and peaks of the Antarctic to the 
south pole. It is a thrilling story. 
The chronological data is as fol 
lows: 
Feb. IO, 1911, starts south from Bay 
of Whales. 
Work on depots 
begun. 
April 22, Sun disappears four months; 
party enters winter quarters. 
Whole 
outfit rebuilt. August 24. Sun returns, 
preparations for dash renewed. Sept. 
8, eight men with seven sledges, nine­ 
ty dogs and four months’ provisions 
start, but return to winter quarters. 
Oct. 20, five men with four sledges, 
fifty-two dogs and provisions for four 
months start. Oct. 23, depot In 80 de­ 
grees south reached for three days’ 
stay. 
Nov. 9, South 
Victoria 
land 
sighted; 84th degree passed on 13th; 
climbed to top of polar plateau 
on 
18th. 
Nov. 26, party overtaken by a 
great gale, faces frozen. Dec. 14, pole 
reached, stay three days; many 
ob­ 


servations made; return start Decem­ 
ber 17. 
On December 17 the party pitched a 
tent from which they flew the Nor­ 
wegian flag. The average day’s march 
to this point was twenty-three kilo­ 
meters. 
Homeward Bound 
The explorers started back the same 
day and made good going under favor 
able conditions. 
They reached head­ 
quarters on January 
25 
with 
two 
sledges and eleven dogs, having done 
36 kilometers a day on the return trip. 
Captain Amundsen sums up 
the 
principal by-results of the expedition 
as, first, the determining of the extent 
of the Ross barrier; second, ascertain­ 
ing the apparent connections of South 
Victoria land and King Edward land 
and the huge mountain ranges there­ 
in, which probably continue across the 
whole continent, 
which 
he 
named 
Queen Maud’s ranges; third, the ex­ 
ploration of part of King Edward land; 
fourth, confirmation of Captain 8cott’s 
discoveries. 
The London papers are emphasiz­ 
ing the fact that although Amundsen 
and Scott must have met in the polar 
regions, Amundsen does not mention 
8eott in his narrative. The majority 
of Egnlishmen cling to the belief that 
Seott reached the 
pole 
first. 
The 
London Times 
charges 
Amundsen 
with attempting to steal a march on 
Scott by first announcing that he in­ 
tended to seek the North Pole, then 
started south.

to Manager McKinley’s letter in which

Miguel agreed to renounce forever 
his claims to me throne, and tender­ 
ed his aid to Manuel to recover his 
kingdom. 
Manuel accepted. 
The United 
Press 
correspondent 
was shown the text of the agreement 
and was asked to make it plain that 
the movement to restore King Man­ 
uel will not be financed 
by 
Anita 
Stewart, the American wife of Mi­ 
guel’s heir, Prince Miguel. 
Mystery 
shrouds the identity of those who are 
financing the movement, rumors eve# 
saying that Spain is interested, and 
may attempt an annexation. 
The agreement consists of six ar­ 
ticles. 
Tho first is the renunciation 
of his claims by Dem Miguel, his-of­ 
fer of aid an„ Its 
acceptance 
by 
Manuel. The second is the provision 
that the Portuguese decree banishing* 
Dom Miguel from the royal family be 
repealed, and Miguel and his family 
be restored 
to 
membership. 
The 
third provides that if Manuel should 
die without direct heir, the crown is 
to go to Dom Alfonso, Duke of Opor­ 
to, but even if Alfonso leaves an heir 
the thrown is to descend from him 
to a son of Miguel. 
The fourth and fifth 
articles dis­ 
cuss tho manner ofr succession to the 
throne. 
They provide 
that 
since 
Prince Miguel, the pretender’s heir, 
through his marriege to Anita Stew­ 
art, “heeded more Hie voice of the 
heart than his interests,” his rights 
to the throne be transferred to his 
brother, Duare. 
The 
sixth 
article 
provides for the ratification of tho 
pact by the Portuguese 
parliament 
after the restoration 
of 
the mon­ 
archy.
